Plants should be set in as early in the season as possible because 
transplanting is best accomplished while plant material is in 
a dormant or semi-dormant condition. This rule applies not only 
to planting in spring but also to transplanting in the autumn. 
Another very good reason for ordering early is the ‘‘weather’’ 
which is responsible for much lost time around a nursery. Plant 
material cannot be stored on shelves as most manufactured 
items, to be picked up at a moment's notice and shipped at will. 
For the best results, plants must be dug fresh for each order 
and assembled before they can be shipped. Some of our plants 
are growing outdoors in cold frames, some in greenhouses, while 


B24 others are out in the fields where they are not accessible in 
‘ 


rainy weather. 


However, all the paper work involved in preparing digging 
orders, packing*slips, etc., can be done well ahead of the rush 
shipping season. Therefore, the earlier you send your order, the 
Qe more time we have to carefully prepare your shipment. You 
cannot order too early—even though your order is received in 
mid-winter—your plants will not be shipped before the proper 
planting time for your section of the country, be it for spring 
planting or autumn planting.

Begin planting early in the spring even though it 
is still cold; don’t wait for weather to ‘‘warm up’”’ 
because that is the time plants should be in the 
ground, ready to take advantage of nice warm days and start 
making new roots. Plants which are supplied in pots may be 
planted as late as June. Ground covering plants grown in pots 
can be successfully planted throughout the entire summer. 


Autumn planting of Iris, Poppies, Peonies and Lemon Lilies may 
start in August or early September with other perennials follow- 
ing immediately thereafter. Begin planting shrubs in late Sep- 
tember or early October with Roses following in early Novem- 
ber. All planting may continue until the ground is frozen hard.

Height is between 6 to 10 inches, and in the fall pro- 
duces numerous airy pink sprays of flowers not unlike those of the “Silver 
Lace Vine.’’ The buds are deep red, adding much to its charm. One of the 
best ground covers for sunny places where Vinca and Pachysandra would 
not be satisfactory. Plants should be spaced 18 inches apart.

The famous English Ivy with its familiar evergreen, glossy foliage, re- 
quires winter protection in cold sections of the country where it is exposed 
to chilly winds on open walls. It can, however, be planted with perfect 
safety as a ground cover or as an edging to flower beds anywhere. Gracilis 
is perfectly hardy and we recommend its use on the north side of buildings 
and walls or in shady places or as a ground cover under trees in dense 
shade.

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NEW DWARF OREGON ASTERS i Hardy Aster, Pacific Horizon 


These new Asters originated in Oregon. They are the result of cross- 
ing the tall garden Asters with a dwarf Oregon species. This work was 
done by Professor LeRoy Breithaupt, of Corvallis, Oregon, and well 
may he be proud of his accomplishment, for here we have as a re- 
suit of his work, beautiful garden flowers. They bloom from the mid- 
dle of August until the end of October and do not grow too tall for 
the small garden. They are hardy as Oaks and will grow anywhere, 
insects do not bother them. They are fine to use in combination with 
Chrysanthemums or as follow-ups for Bearded Iris and Oriental Pop- 
pies, which at this time of the year leave colorless spots in the garden. 


Pacific Amaranth Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50

The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on. 


DELPHINIUM BELLADONNA

It is used also fer forcing in the house, and is perfectly at home in any 
part of the hardy border, and especially valuable for planting in clumps. 


DIGITALIS - Foxglove 


The stately Foxglove is a biennial and so, in fact, are the many beau- 
tiful strains of it with large, spotted flowers. There are, however, three 
perennial species of considerable beauty which are suitable for the mixed 
border. All are attractive plants for the shady border or the woodland 
garden. 


Culture. Piants of the perennial species may be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The biennial 
strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting must be 
done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described will succeed 
in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charming effect when 


grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from seed. 


Ambigua or Grandiflora Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50 
2- to 3-foot spikes in June and July. A hardy plant, with yellowish 
flowers, marked with brown. Effective in groups in wild gardens. This 
is a good perennial species.

They have ash-like leaves which emit a delightfully fragrant odor, and the 
quaintly formed flowers are borne in upright racemes. The inflorescence 
is covered with glands secreting a resinous, volatile matter, which may be 
ignited in the evening of hot days without any damage to the plants. 

Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart. 


Fraxinella caucasicus Each $1.25, Three $3.35, Doz. $11.00 
A very showy border perennial, forming a bush about 21/ feet, havina 
fragrant foliage and spikes of rosy pink flowers with deeper veins dur- 
ing June and July. It is not advisable to transplant often, as it im- 
proves with age, being one of the most permanent features of the 
herbaceous border.

Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with pale 
lavender Tulips.

Culture. Grow in peat and loam ir partial shade. Plant in colonies of 
three or more in fall or spring, 6 inches apart. Do not remove old leaves, 
as they help to protect the plants in winter. 


Macranthum Lilacinum Each $1.10, Three $2.75, Doz. $9.50, 100 $65.00 
We have found this to be one of the best. Its handsome foliage is pleas- 
ant to look at from early spring until winter. It makes nice clumps, 
spreads well and does beautifully in shade under shrubs and trees as 
well as for edging along shady paths or walks.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is a little 
light alluvial soil, and a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient to keep 
the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from partial to 
deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on walls, chinks of 
rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets prac- 
tically no sun will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position should be a 
very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 6 inches to a 
foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

Subcordata should be 
grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall or early spring, six inches 
apart.

As Helleborus are 
impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a position 
for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for many years. 
Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. Each autumn add 
a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, and let it lie on the 
surface. In summer give plenty of water.

LAVANDULA - Lavender 


An old-fashioned, fragrant, shrubby perennial, which has been grown 
for centuries in almost every garden. |t has hoary leaves and bears its 
lavender-colored flowers on erect spikes in July and August. There are 
several varieties of it; the best for this country is named below. Its fra- 
grant flowers are highly valued for drying and for use in nosegays or 
potpourri. 

Culture. Prefers a dry, medium soil and a warm position. The best time 
to plant is in spring; fall planting is all right if plants can be well pro- 
tected. Cut back moderately in March or April.

This is the true Sweet Lavender; grows about 18 inches high; delightfully 
fragrant blue flowers in July and August, which may be dried and used 
in bureau drawers for their delightful fragrance. 


LITHOSPERMUM - Gromwell

for the rock garden in sheltered location, especially suited for southern 
gardens. 

Culture. Any rich, well-drained garden soil, fairly free from lime, in 
sunny position in the rock garden or as an informal edging. Plant in 
spring only, 10 to 12 inches apart. Clip or prune immediately after flower- 
ing. Fall transplanting at your risk.

This lovely, low-growing sub-shrub or woody perennial should be in 
every sheltered rock garden. During July and August the spot in which 
it is planted will be transformed in the most gorgeous blue ever seen 
in the rockery.

When- 
ever possible, do planting and transplanting in fall.

Plant 
in autumn or spring, 12 inches apart, and divide and replant every 
second year, as the roots are of spreading habit.

Also suitable for naturalizing in the wild garden. Good lawn garden plants. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 8 inches apart.

Every plant we send out will produce numerous 
flowers, but not until the second year do they come to perfection. 
Ilighlight your garden with these novel flowers, and use them freely for 
cutting, for which they are so perfectly suited. 


Earliest of All Each $1.25, Three $3.35, Doz. $11.00 
Handsome coral-rose flower, full and plump, on stiff 24 to 30-inch stems, 
with 10 to 15 stems on established plants, easily making this the favorite for 
cutting. It blooms before any of the other varieties and is in great demand by 
florists.

Culture. Mulleins require a light or medium, well-drained soil. Plant in 
autumn or early spring, about 4 to 8 inches apart. Once a colony of these 
plants is established they will reproduce themselves freely from seed each 
year.

This Verbascum received an Award of Merit when introduced a few 
years ago in Europe.

Plant in 
autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

Rugosa Roses are particularly valuable for hardiness, healthiness, and 
ability to thrive under most adverse conditions of soil and climate, with- 
standing almost anything. They are distinguished by erect, very spiny 
stems, and by their tough, curiously wrinkled or Rugosa foliage. Partic- 
ularly valuable for hedge or shrubberies in seashore gardens and re- 
gions where the winters are very severe. Many are everbloomers. 

Some of the hybrids do not have the true Rugosa foliage, but this 
does not mean that they are not as hardy. Nothing could be hardier than 
the Grootendorst type, yet their foliage does not appear to have much 
Rugosa in it. 

Planting Distance: Hedges—1 2 to 2 feet. Shrubs—3 to 4 feet. 

Pruning: Shrub types—cut out old canes and shorten new canes to 
4 feet.

PRUNING SUGGESTIONS 


As a general rule, Climbers should not blot out or completely 
mask a wall. Instead, they should break up its surface, per- 
mitting some of the brick or stonework to show through. Am- 
pelopsis, Ivies and similar vines should, therefore, have their 
growth thinned out by the complete but judicious removal of 
certain runners at their point of junction with those that are to 
remain. No snags must be left. The careful spacing of branches 
or runners is the rule. 


GROWTH HABIT 


Self-clinging Climbers produce anchorage on their young 
growth either on the stem or the ends of the tendrils. They, 
therefore, only become self-clinging once fresh growth is made. 
It is advisable to cut back newly purchased or planted plants 
severely so that fresh young shoots or runners will be quickly 
induced. It may be not until the second season before plants 
are fully anchored. 


Any reasonable soil will grow most vines quickly.. It is advis- 
able not to set a vine tight against a wall. Better leave a foot of 
space between plant and wall as it makes for better growth and 
root action.

Descriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria Multi- 
juga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an 
abundance of blooms.

CARE OF TREE WISTERIAS 


The proper time to “shape-up” or “trim” your Tree or Vine Wisteria 
is from the third week in July until August 15th. Cut back new growth 
to fourth or fifth bud. Fertilize only during winter months—November, 
December and January—never in spring. Spring feeding induces un- 
reasonable growth and not flowers. Very important it is to remember 
that newly transplanted Wisteria trees or vines often do not “leaf out” 
until August. Water plants freely while in this apparent dormant state.

When first shown in London, England, it was 
one of the highlights of the show. It has been on test at Wayside Gardens 
for many years, and has successfully wintered without protection all kinds 
of weather that occurred during that period.

CALLUNA - ERICA 


The Heaths are hardy, compact, low growing and spreading, evergreen 
shrubs. They are most useful for planting in front of shrubs or evergreens 
and, naturally, are perfect for edgings. They come to perfection when plant- 
ed in quantities of six or more in one clump to fill in a bay or bare spot. 
There are many varieties, some winter-blooming and others for spring or 
summer show. The small foliage is densely arranged around wiry, short 
stems and takes on lovely shades of green and bronze throughout the winter. 


All Heaths and Heathers do best in a well drained, warm soil which 
should be about two-thirds sandy loam and one-third peat, well mixed. 
Mix through this well rotted cow manure and if this is not available, use 
Wayside Gardens’ Plant Food at the rate of a cupful per plant. Soil should 
be slightly acid and always well drained. The first winter after planting, 
it is well to cover newly set out plants with a light covering of straw or 
leaves. Water freely during dry, hot weather. Occasionally trim tips to 
keep plants looking neat; this is the last season’s growth. Remove it in 
early April before new growth starts. It is the new growth the flowers are 
produced on.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS FOR LILACS 


It is very important you plant Lilacs deeply. See to it that they 
are planted at least 2 or 3 inches deeper in your garden than they were 
grown in the nursery. Further, do not expect Lilacs to bloom cor- 
rectly with full size flowers until not less than 2 years after planting. 
Lilacs require time to re-establish themselves and develop flower buds 
of the proper size and color. They respond rapidly to heavy feeding 
and are lovers of alkaline soils; use lime freely.

and the great demands made on an Asparagus plant, the soil in which they 
are planted should be made as rich as possible. They may be planted in 
sand or heavy clay, it matters not, but each fall, remove dead tops and put 
on a 6 or 8-inch layer of cow manure. Remove this in spring and spade it 
into the ground along the row of plants. If no cow manure is available, use 
Wayside Gardens’ Plant Food at the rate of 3 cups per plant and spade into 
the soil next to row. If during cutting time, it should be dry, water freely. 
This helps keep cut stems more tender. The above method is employed to 
grow green Asparagus. To produce white Asparagus, a different method of 
culture is employed which is not popular because it is very laborious.

EVERBEARING FIGS 


Grow Them in Tubs for Terrace Decoration 


_ The Fig is particularly adapted to pot culture. As a pot or tub plant, 
it is very ornamental either indoors or outdoors, and is an abundant 
bearer of fruit. It will winter safely in a cool cellar, or it can be allowed 
to harden off with a few fall frosts and then be brought indoors for 
growing during the winter. If the top is frozen it can be cut to the 
ground, and when it begins growing, it will Produce fruit on the new 
wood. It is for pot or tub culture that we particularly recommend Figs. 
When grown in the open ground, it will develop a crop of fruit as far 
north as Maryland. Plants bear the first year. The fruit is very sweet 
and delicious; of good size; with flesh that is firm and meaty, and of

BEACH PLUM (Prunus Maritimus)

gives it a place among flowering garden shrubs. Fruit is deep purple 
and of the highest quality for jelly making. Seed is small, only 10 percent 
of total fruit weight. Unlike most Beach Plums it is a more regular 
bearer than any other varieties we know. In autumn foliage turns red. 
Plant 8 feet apart for fruit production, one-third that distance if you 
want to use it for a hedge. Grows well on poor land on slopes and along 
the seashore.

Beyond doubt, the showiest and most beautiful evergreen shrub with large, permanent, glossy green leaves and lovely 
flowers in early summer. They should have partial shade, although they do well in full sunlight, and a north exposure is 
especially adapted to them. It will pay well to go to some trouble to prepare beds for them as they demand an acid soil 
entirely free of lime or fresh manure. Groups of Rhododendrons planted in foundation planting, borders, or under trees 
give untold returns in the all-year beauty of their foliage and their lovely flowers in early summer. 


Hardy Azalea Pontica 


They flower after the Azalea Mollis have finished flowering. 
Also known as Hardy Ghent Azaleas. 


Their blooming time, requirements and general habit are the same as 
those of Azalea Mollis. As to hardiness, they are even hardier but their 
special merit is the unusual range of colors which is available in this group. 
While the flowers of the Ghent Azaleas are not nearly as large as those of 
the Mollis varieties, their brilliance and variation of tints place them along 
the choicest spring shrubs. Most desirable in colder sections of the country, 
as because of their hardiness they never fail to bloom.

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Hardy Azalea Mollis 


The hardy Azalea Mollis are the aristocrats of the deciduous shrubs. In 
color they give an assortment of hues and wonderful pastel shades un- 
equalled by any other hardy shrub. The opportunities for using Azalea 
Mollis are almost unlimited. They work in perfectly in formal plantings, in 
front of the house, in the foreground of a shrub border or any foundation 
planting. Then again bold groups can be planted where their masses of 
color make telling effects. 


Culture: Azalea Mollis, contrary to general belief, do not require an acid 
soil. Beautiful specimens are being grown in Chicago as well as in Des 
Moines, lowa. All they ask is a reasonably good garden soil and an occa- 
sional top dressing of cow manure to make them grow freely. They do not 
require a lot of water nor is it essential to prepare soils with a lot of peat 
or leaf mold. While they do quite well in shade, they prefer full sun. To 
insure a heavy mass of blooms each year, it is recommended that the faded 
flowers be removed and not permitted to go to seed. Do not cultivate 
deeply as all Azaleas root quite close to the surface of the soil. 


Hardiness: Azalea Mollis are very hardy. Temperatures as low as ten 
degrees below zero will not kill them, but we recommend that if planted in 
sections of the country where these low temperatures prevail, the tops of 
the plants be protected with some cover such as a piece of burlap or cloth. 


_ Spring planting or fall planting is equally satisfactory. It is not necessary 


to lift and transplant Azalea Mollis with a ball of earth. They transplant 
and grow freely without. This makes shipping a simple and inexpensive 
matter. Mature plants, depending on variety, reach a height of 3 to 6 feet.

With little protection they winter over in such favored locations as Long 
Island, Cape Cod, Cape Charles, Nantucket and Martha’s Vineyard. We 
have seen plants do beautifully in Washington.

About a month later, as if by magic, the flower stalks 
spring from the ground to a height of 2 to 3 feet, developing an umbel 
of large, Lily-shaped flowers, 8 to 12 in number of a delicate lilac-pink 
shade. The bulb is perfectly hardy and should be covered with about 4 
to 5 inches of earth. A small stick or label put where bulb is planted 
prevents damage to bulb while dormant.

Weather per- 
mitting, we will comply with your request, but 
remember a “rainy” day can upset the best laid 
plans. If, upon receipt of package or bundle, 
you are not able to plant contents at once, open 
package containing hardy plants to admit air, 
keep roots moist and store in a cool place, 
away from Wind and heat. Boxes or bundles 
containing shrubs or roses should not be opened 
but kept in a very cool place until you can plant.
